Sunday, Oct. 30 


St. Thomas More 
Church Will Be 
Blessed By Bishop

Munster—Five years ago there 
was not so much as a dream of a 
Catholic Church in Munster, a town 
just South of Hammond. Four 
years ago plans were being formed, 
but still there was no visible evi- 
dence of a church, Today there 
stands a beautiful new building 
which is to be dedicated by His 
Excellency, the Most Rev. John F. 
Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort Wayne. 
The dedication service will take 
place Sunday, October 30, at 10:30 
a.m., followed by a Solemn High 
Mass in the new St. Thomas Mor 

Church. : 


The Rev. Robert Weis, in. July 
1945, while still serving as as- 
sistant to Father Leo Hildebrandt 
in Griffith, was appointed by Bishop 
Noll to take a census of Catholics 
in Munster, and to formulate plans 
for the establishment of a Parish. 
Father Weis found the Catholics of 
Munster very cooperative in or- 
ganizing, and sufficient funds were 
advanced by these people to show 
they desired a new parish. In the 
Fall of 1945 two and two-thirds 
acres of property were purchased 
on Calumet Ave, near Ridge Road. 

Since there was absolutely no

place in Munster where Sunday 
Mass could be offered, Father Weis 
called upon the Catholics to assist 
in constructing a temporary church 
on the recently acquired property. 
Work was begun December 3, 1945, 
and through the coldest days of 
January and February the build- 
ing was constructed by the men of 
the parish; the greater portion of 
the work was done by Charles 
Duval, who left his other work to 
give all his time to the erection of 
the church. 


On February 24, 1946, the first 
Mass in St. Thomas More Parish 
was offered in this building by 
Father Weis. This small church 
seated about one hundred and 
twenty persons. Two Masses were 
needed each Sunday, but due to 
the rapid growth it was necessary 
to have five Masses on Sunday be- 
ginning in September 1946. 


In this sa year a six room 
frame house ajoining the church 
property was purchased for a rec- 
tory, and is still used for this pur- 
pose today. 


Sensing the growth of Munster 
and the St. Thomas More Parish, 
the Parish Councilmen, Frank Gal- 
vin, Lawrence Mills, William B. 
Kleihege and Leon L. Worland, 
decided to make plans for a larger 
and more permanent church and 
school, A building committee com- 
posed of the Councilmen and Ray- 
mond Schaub, John Julier and Har- 
ry Gahagan engaged the services 
of an Architect, Mr. George 
Smith, Chicago, to draw plans.

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Mentally Deficien 
By Fr. Smyth 


N. D. Faculty Member 
Gives First In Series 
Of Three Lectures 


South Bend—The Rev. James 
Smyth, a member of the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame faculty, gave 
the first in a series of three lec- 
tures on mentally handicapped 
children last Thursday evening in 
the Bendix Local No. 9, United 
Auto Workers Hall. The series is 
being sponsored by The Christian 
Family Movement, The. Parents 
Council for Cerebral] Palsied Chil 
dren, The St, Jos@ph County So- 
ciety for Crippled Children, and 
The’ Citizens Society for Mental 
Health. 


“Why Keep Them Hidden?” 
was Father Smyth’s first topic. He 
began’ by describing a mentaliy 
deficient child as one who cannot 
assume full responsihility and who 
cannot fit into a regularly sched- 
uled routine. 


“These children fall into three 
broad classifications,” said Father 
Smyth. “The first is the idiot with 
an [.Q. from 0 to 25. Socially this 
child is incapable of looking after 
his own needs.” 


The biggest difficulty of this 
kind of child is his inability to fear 
danger. He has no instinct of self 
preservation. The only thing that 
can be doné for this child is to 
make him as happy as possible. 

The second group of children is 
the imbecile with an I.Q. of from 25 
to 50. His mental age level is 
about four or five years, Socially 
an imbecile can be trained to care 
for himself. He can be given small 
jobs around the house and can be 
trained in the use of monosylibic, 
simple words. In later life such a 
child will be able to partially sup- 
port himself. 

The moron or feeble-minded is 
the third class of mentally defi- 
cient child. His I.Q. is from 50 to 
70 and the mental age level is from 
8 to 10 years. 

“I prefer that this class be re- 
ferred to as feeble-minded” Father 
Smyth said, “since the word 
‘moron’ has a bad conotation in 
society today.” 

This type of child can do simple 
problems of addition and subtrac-

tion and can generally look after 
himself. He can usually speak 
well. In later life this child will 
be able to assume full support of 
himself. He will, however, always 
find it difficult to foresee the re- 
sults of his actions. 


“The causes for these types of 
children are varied,” said Father 
Smyth. “But it is not always true 
that the child’s condition is in- 
herited.” 


Several surveys made in the last 
forty year$ show that heredity is 
becoming less and less the cause of 
these handicapped children, 


The belief that heredity is. the 
cause of this condition has been a 
cause itself for many emotional 
problems within families. A family 
often unnecessarily feels respon- 
sible for mentally handicapped 
children. Often those outside such 
a family attach a social stigma 
to the family members themselves, 
Removing this stigma is a great 
problem of our times. 


Many mentally diseased children 
received their illness as a result of 
an infectious disease or because of 
an accident at birth. 


“The number of mentally. defi- 
cient people in this country 1s 
much greater than we_ suspect,” 
Father Smyth commented. “In my 
own estimation, which I think con- 
servative, about 1% of the popu- 
lation are deficient mentally.” In 
a town of about 130,000 that would 
mean that 1,300 persons were 
affected.

chard has enrolled as a first year 
student in the College of Law at 
the University of Notre Dame. 
He’s determined not to let the 
new project interfere with his ca- 
reer as a doctor; even his present 
minimum of nine class hours a 
week makes it a constant tough 
grind. 

“T’ll just get settled down with 
rey contracts assignment when the 
phone will ring,” he _ explains. 
“Either someone has broken a leg 
or someone is having a baby; and 
that’s the end of my studying for 
the night. I manage to keep up, 
though.” 


Dr. Pritchard’s reason for his 
“delayed action” fling at law is 
twofold. First of all, he considered 
being a lawyer before he entered 
medical school. But more impor- 
tant at the present time is his 
belief that the fields can actually 
be combined to good effect. 


The importance of medical testi- 
mony is often overlooked in eourts 
because of misunderstanding, Dr. 
Pritchard points out. In such 
cases doctors rarely understand 
legal terms and procedures, and 
lawyers often know little about 
complicated medical terms. He is 
certain that training in both fields 
would be invaluable. 


The 40-year-old physician is 
married and has two children, so 
one frequent question from his 
amazed friends is how he gets 
along with classmates many years 
younger than himself. Here Dr. 
Pritchard is enthusiastically clear. 


“These fellows in Law School 
are all mature,” he says. “They act 
like adults and I find it a pleasure 
to associate with them.” 


_ He is also well satisfied with his 
instructors and their methods; and 
he has a high opirtion of Notre 
Dame students in general. 


Despite the tough combined load 
of studies and practice, Dr. Prit- 
chard says the whole thing is 
“making me feel younger, instead 
of wearing me down.” 

_ Barring unforeseen difficultiesshe 
is confident that he’ll be able to 
continue his dual roll, If he does 
get his law degree, he'll get a 


partner to help him handle the 
practice.

the John F. Rahn Co., of East 
Chicago, Ind. The new building 
just recently completed is one hun- 
dred and thirty feet by sixty feet, 
has two floors and is of reinforced 
concrete construction. The exterior 
walls, rather modern in design, are 
of tan brick with a small amount 
of stone trim. Asphalt floors are 
laid throughout the building except 
the stair ways which are of Ter- 
razo. The ceiling of the church and 
school are sanacoustic all metal 
ceiling. The walls of the church 
have a facing of slag block and 
those of the school and convent 
are all glazed tile. 


The church, which is on the first 
floor, has sufficient room to seat 
six hundred persons; at present 
there are few pews to care for 
three hundred persons. The altars 
are of wood construction and were 
made by parishioners. In the rear 
of the church is a specially built 
room where mothers may care for 
their smal] children, and at the 
same time through a plate glass 
window watch and attend the Mass 
being offered. 


The upper floor contains four 
class rooms as well as the convent 
for the Sisters. The class rooms 
are well lighted and well ventilated, 
each room containing a wardrobe 
for the children’s clothing. 


On Sunday afternoon, October 
80, the day’ of the dedication, the 
entire building, church, school and 
convent will be open for inspection 
ffom,.1:30 to 4:30 p.m. 

Even before the first church was 
started in 1945 the services of the 
Sisters of St. Francis, St. Mary 
Parish, Griffith, were obtained to 
instruct the Catholic Children of

HE picture of the American population 


A 


in relation to church membership is, in 
brief, as follows: 


The Catholic Directory records Catholics 
in round numbers, 27,000,000 among the 
140,000,000 people residing in the United 
States. This Directory reports those who 
are known to the Catholic pastors of the 
country as practicing and contributing par- 
ishioners. But in our cities there are many 
who have never identified themselves with 
parish, some attending church quite 
regularly and others not. Then about 20 


per cent of all Catholics are married wrong 
and cannot receive the Sacraments. A large 
percentage of them could have their mar- 
riages validated, and, if a census-taker 
asked them what their religion was, they 
would evidently say that they were Cath- 
olics. This would bring the total number 
of Catholics past 33,000,000. But it still 
means that there are 107,000,000 of our 
fellow countrymen who are not Catholics. 


Are they Protestant? No, about 70,000- 
000 of them are neither Catholic nor Prot- 
estant. They are not affiliated with any 
church whatsoever, and would be just as 
disposed, if not more disposed, to give the 
Catholic Church a hearing as to give a 
hearing to any of the Protestant churches. 

Those who are Protestant are only about 
one-third practicing Protestants, according 
to the latest official Yearbook of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches. In fact, according

Was Christ The Son Of God? 


THE ANSWER IS... 


Men who had been hostile to Christ were 
forced to admit the same thing. For instance, 
one of the centurions, who had taken part in His 
crucifixion, declared: “This. was undoubtedly 
God’s Son” (Matt. XXVIII; 54; Mark XV, 89). 

Of course the Apostles and others who fol- 
lowed Him gave frequent utterance to that belief. 
Mark starts his gospel with the words: “The be- 
ginning of the gospel of Jesus Christ, Son of 
God.” 

When the Apostles saw Christ walking on 
the waters it is noted: “And those who were in 
the boat came and worshipped Him saying: 
‘Truly Thou art God’s Son’” (Matt. XIV, 33). 

The profession of faith by Peter is known by 
everybody: “Thou art Christ the Son of the 
living God” (Matt. XVI, 16;. Mark VIII, 20 
and Luke IX, 20). 

The archangel from Heaven, who came as a 
delegate from God the Father to Mary, is re- 


[N our last instruction we pointed out that pagan 

historians, of Christ, not only publicized His 
ministry and that of His Apostles on earth, but 
declared that His followers, called “Christians,” 
regarded Him to be really and truly the Son of 
God. We also quoted infidels who, by their own 
admissions, implied that they regarded Christ as 
more than a mere man. 

But those who believe that the New Testa- 
-ment Scriptures are inspired cannot hesitate to 
believe Jesus to have been divine. In fact Mat- 
thew, Mark and Luke call Him “the Son of God” 
in twenty-three different passages. St. John tells 
us that his gospel was written to prove that 
“Jesus was the Son of God.” Matthew and Luke 
and Mark even represent that the devils of hell 
gave testimony that He was what He claimed to 

In Luke (IV, 41) we read: “Out of many 
persons also came demons, crying out and ex- 


‘claiming: ‘Thou art the Son of God.’” Continued on Page 9

long-awaited Redeemer, he refer- 
red to Jesus as a king and declared 
that His kingdom would be eterna! 
(Luke I, 33). 

When Pilate asked Christ wheth- 
er it was true that He claimed to 
be a king, He answered in the af- 
firmative, but noted immediately 
that “My Kingdom is not of this 
world” (John AVIII, 36).. 


In the Nicene Creed, we profess 
belief in Him as a King “of Whose 
kingdom there will be no end.” 

St. John tells us that it was 
through the Son of God that “all 
things were made.” The world, 
therefore, belongs to Him under 
the title of Creation; it belongs to 
Him under the title of Redemp- 
tion. He assumed that it belonged 
to Him when He directed the Apos- 
tles to go and make disciples for 
His cause in all nations. 


There was a time, near the year - 


1000 A. D., when kings and queens 
and princes recognized the King- 
ship of Christ and His universal 
sovereignty. In fact many of the 
kings and queens of that particu- 
lar era are now canonized saints. 
If we had had such civil rulers dur- 
ing the last half century there 
would have been no World War 
One or World War Two. 


Satan Seeks Power 


Before His return to Heaven, 
when Christ promised to send the 
Holy Spirit to vivify His Church 
supernaturally, He reminded the 
Apostles that His enemy sought to 
rule the people of this world and 
ealled him the “Prince of this 
world.” It is this enemy of Christ 
who has been in power for many 
decades. His cohorts and-his fel- 
lowers are a hundred times more 
busy today to strengthen his rule 
than the followers of.Christ are to 
overthrow him. No more shame- 
ful situation could be imagined. 

St. Augustine in the 5th century, 
and St. Ignatius in the ‘6th, 
thought of the world as divided 
into two kingdoms, one ruled by 
Satan and the other by Christ.

Some surveys produce awaken- 
ing facts. Here’s one that would 
top them all in alarm and interest: 
“What did you and I think about 
during Holy Mass this morning?’ 
I don’t know about you, but my 
face is red. My mind was miles 
away. Why? Because the fast pace 
of this world is making its strong 
bid for my interests and thoughts 
almost twenty-four hours of the 
day, and its pace is set away from 
my God. Whether all of us know 
it or not, today is truly a great 
day. Whether, while at Mass, we 
were preoccupied with last night’s 
dance, today’s football game, or 
tomorrow’s routine at work, we 
should have been busy being glad 
that today is the Feast of Christ 
the King. 

We've been Christians for a 
long time; and so in the Prayer 
our -Lord taught us, we’ve said to 
God many thousands of times, 
“Thy Kingdom Come!” Yes, this is 
the big thing that we’ve been ask- 
ing for; now what have we meant 
by that? This would be another 
interesting survey. Well, actual- 
ly we've been praying all these 
years that God might find the 
minds and hearts of all men placed 
at His disposal. 


We thought over last week how 
God made us like Himself; how 
He gave us the power of knowing 
and choosing. We saw that since 
our powers are like His, our use 
of them must be like His. And 
that is in knowing and loving God. 
So our immortal soul is only sat- 
isfied and happy when it returned 
to God through true and active 
faith here on earth and the vision 
of God in eternity. Happiness 
comes when we give ourselves to 
Him as to our King. “Thy King- 
dom Come.” 


If we heard the priest reading 
the Gospel this morning, we listen- 
ed to him repeat the words of 
Christ according to St. John, 
“IT am a King, for this was I 
born, and for this did I come into 
the world, that 1 should give testi- 
mony to the Truth.” The word, 
“Gospel” means “Good news,” and 
this is indeed just that, for it 
means that God the Father has 
delegated His Kingship to God the 
Son, Whom He sent into the world 
to found a Kingdom. He took on 
flesh and blood to make being 
God’s subjects a lot easier; He 
did that by becoming our King, by 
dying for His subjects so we might 
by grace more easily lay our wills 
before God and by founding a 
Church that we might more easily 
lay our power of knowing, our in- 
tellect, before God, Christ, our 
King. 

We think of kings as disinter- 
ested selfish tyrants. The history 
of earthly kings has its fill of 
such. The king is the perfect 
type of ruler, too perfect to be 
practical, except for God Him- 
self. We indeed have found De- 
mocracy the most practical type 
of government in the case of men 
ruling men. Now as regards the 
Kingship of Christ, remember what 
Christ said in this morning’s Gos- 
pel, “That I should give testi- 
mony to the truth,” this is why 
He is King, and He has said else- 
where, “the truth shall make you 
free.” So the “freedom” which so 
many men glibly use as a subject 
for speeches and promises is real- 
ly found in placing our minds and 
wills before the feet of Christ, the 
King. This is indeed the great 
paradox: that by giving up our- 
selves in Christ, we gain our- 
selves. | 

May the Kingdom of Christ, 
come, now! for the Kingdom of 
Satan is powerfully encircling and 
closing in upon our Christian life.

Convention 

Nov. 6th-9th 
Conventions are fun. Some con- 
ventions. are more fun than others. 
I have attended such a variety of 
conventions that I consider myself 
something of a superficial expert 
on conventions. ve sat in on 
educational, . political, economic, 
sociological, medical, religious, con- 
servation, cooperative, labor, farm 
organization and rural life conven- 
tions. And after all that I tontend 
that the NCRLC conventions take 
the cake. 
One difficulty with many conven- 
tions is that speakers run at the 
mouth like “Ol’ Man River,” they 
just keep rollin’ along. Not so at 
a NCRLG convention. Every speak- 
er has two smart girls to contend 
with. Speeches are clocked. With 
one minute to go, girl No. 1 stands 
up near the speaker as a warning. 
At the end of the minute, girl No. 
2 stands up to let the speaker 
know he has had his say. Anything 
he says after that is a wasted con- 
versation of oxygen into carbon 
dioxide and he knows it. 
But that’s only one of dozens of 
tricks that make a NCRLC conven- 
tion click. After every convention 
the various committees get to- 
gether for a post mortem. Sitting 
in on this meeting are the leaders 
of the following year’s convention. 
And, Brother! To watch rugged 
charity in action, that’s the place 
to be. There’s no back biting be- 
cause everybody involved is there 
to learn of his mistakes. It’s some- 
what frightening to the next year’s 
group as they realize they'll be on 
the griddle next time. 
But what happens? They will 
have to be doubly ingenious to 
think up new mistakes. They pro- 
fit by other people’s errors and so 
the convention grows better and 
better year by year. 
For instance, take the convention 
coming up at Columbus, Ohio on 
November 6 to 9, (Officers and 
directors meet November 4 to 5). 
Speakers come from France, Ire- 
land, Australia, Canada, and all 
far flung regions of good old 
U.S.A. But don’t imagine it’s a 
dictatorial, talk down affair by big 
shots. Oh, to be sure the church 
is represented by a Cardinal] and 
members of the Hierarchy, The 
United Nations is represented, the 
United States Government is re- 
presented, Foreign nations are re- 
presented; but so too is the indus- 
trial worker, the farmer, the moth- 
er and housewife, the teacher and 
the student of both college and 
high school level. And the word of 
each bears weight, not so much by 
force of the amount of gold braid 
the speaker wears as by the force 
of the idea expressed. And be- 
cause the dignity of a human 
being as a human being and a child 
of God is respected above external 
trappings, there is a freedom of 
give and take that just is not 
found in most other conventions. 
I could rave on about the coming 
convention to be held in Columbus, 
Ohio, November 6 to 9. but I’d still 
fall short so far that your only bid 
is to attend it yourself and get 
first hand experience. If I have 
talked you into it, swell. If you 
made up your mind, far better vet. 
Everybody in the Conference loves 
people who make up their own 
minds. Such people can’t be push- 
ed around. God needs a lot of 
such people today. And if you are 
not a push-over, He needs vou 
there to bring back the message to 
your neighborhood.

In the gospel of Pentecost, Christ, 
after referring to the Spirit of 
Truth, also noted that “the prince 
of this world” (the devil) had al- 
ready come.

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E have long maintained that 
Russia has persecuted the Jews 
more than any other country while 
the impression has prevailed that 


there was no anti-Semitism in that | 


nation. For years the largest 
Ghetto in the world has existed 
somewhere in Siberia and, of 
course, the Jews of Russia were 
the ones who filled it. 


According to a report emanat- 
ing from Cracow, on September 14, 
Soviet authorities have deported to 
Siberia approximately 400,000 
Jews from the Ukraine and Byelo- 
russia and from territory recently 
incorporated into Soviet Russia. At 
the same time the satellite regimes 
have been instructed to conduct a 
census of Jews living in those coun- 
tries and to deport the elements 
which are deemed disloyal to Rus- 
sia. 


More recently we learnéd from 
Budapest that T. Szoenyi, the Hun- 
garian Communist to whom was 
assigned leadership in the train- 
ing of Communists in his country, 
was accused of having maintained 
relations with Zionists which Rus- 
sia regarded as “treason.” This 
came out in the trial of Rajk, 
who had much to do with the 
prosecution of Cardinal Mindszen- 
ty, and who, together with T. 
sda was executed on October 
5. 


Such is the fate of people who 
think they are doing the govern- 
ment a favor in one field and then 
are found to be traitors in another. 
May it not be vengeance from 
Heaven against those who were 
wicked enough to defy God and 
His chief interests in this world?

_— Mindszenty committed sui- 
eide.

The tradition of an _ invincible 
will to win and of gameness under 
fire cluster around the immortal 
Knute Rockne who brought such 
magic, wizardy and -eyen dram- 
atic appeal to the gridirons of the 
nation. His name is synonymous 
with courage that has both eyes 
and hands. “When the going gets 
tough,” he was wont to say, “is 
when we really begin to fight.” 
Against the strongest teams in 
the country, he Was accustomed 
to start his second _ stringers, 
whom he affectionately called his 
“ponies” or “shock troops.” 


When they would be lined up 
against a team that towered above 
them in size and weight, he would 
remind them: “The bigger they 
are, the harder they fall.” In line 
with this he pitted his 155 pound 
Johnny Metzger against the colos- 
sal guards of the nation and 
usually saw him outcharge, out- 
smart and out-manouever them. 


Stories of Metzger’s incredible 
feats preceded him and usually 
brought expressions of disdain 
from his prospective adversaries, 
only to have“ them change into 
those of chagrin when the -tiny 
piece of dynamite began to ex- 
plode before them. Rockne’s lines 
were generally much lighter than 
those of his opponents, but they 
made up for their lack of weight 
fay an abundance of speed and 
ght. 


When asked to name his all- 
time team, Rockne would shy 
away from answering. Either he 
did not wish to enter into invidi- 
ous comparisons and hurt the 
feelings of his former stars, or he 
never got around to selecting the 
best eleven out of the -myriads 
whom he developed, But his in- 
timates did reveal that he had a 
unique admiration tin with 
affection for George Gipp, his 
famous full-back.

It is char- 
anteriatie of the democracy of this 
virile American school which 
knows no distinction of race, color 
or creed and whose teams embrace 
at racial stock in the New 
World, that Gipp, the son of a 
Congregational minister, stands 
first in the hearts of the students 
and alumni of Notre Dame and 
remains as a deathless symbol of 
lion-hearted courage and the in- 
vineible will to win. As the shad- 
ows of eternity were closing in 
upon him, he was received into 
the Catholic Church. 


Six feet two, weighing 185 
pounds, George was a splendid 
blend of speed, deception and re- 
sourcefulness. As an instance of 
the latter, Rockne often related 
an incident in the game against 
the Army in 1919.

Out 
of the corner of his eye, Gipp had 
caught a momentary glimpse of 
the official beginning te raise the 
horn to his lips and knew only

ard, “on the part of a 
player.” 
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Delving back into religious his-> 


tory we find that the boy Isidore 
was born “about the year 1110” of 
humble rentage in the city of 
Madrid, Spain. In his early youth 
he became a tiller of the soil hiring 
himself out to various wealthy 
landowners during the planting and 
harvesting seasons. By the sweat 
of his brow and with the plow as 
his only companion he managed to 
eke out a bare living. 


At day’s end after 12 hours of 
labor he was paid for his hire by 
the overseer of the farm. After 
contributing to the meager ex- 
penses incurred by his parents in 
maintaining their little abode (his- 
torians make no mention of his 
having brothers or sisters) the boy 
Isidore joyfully set forth to give 
alms to the poor of St. Andrew’s 
parish in which he lived. He kept 
nothing for himself subsisting en- 
tirely on “the bread at his father’s 
table” and perhaps some fruit gath- 
ered at the farms on which he 
labored. But despite this courage- 
ous self-denial, Isidore grew to 
healthy and vigorous manhood. 


At this period there came into 
his life a devout Catholic born to 
the purple, one Squire de Vargas 
who had noted with more than 
passing interest the many char- 
ities performed by the poor young 
laborer at such a great sacrifice. 
The Squire eventually offered him 
a little house and a job as plow- 
man on one of his many farms. 


Isidore and his good wife Mary, 
with a prayer of thankfulness on 
their lips, moved to their new 
home which immediately became a 
house of rejoicing and feasting 
for the poor and hungry of the 
village, 


Mary had become a servant in 
the House of de Vargas and. she 
and her husband with their joint 
earnings set up a festive board 
each Saturday for their less for- 
tunate neighbors. At the end of 
the day these two kindly souls, 
their cupboard depleted, would 
kneel and thank their God for His 


great goodness in permitting them 
to help their fellowman. 


On Sunday, after receiving our 
Lord at the altar of St. Andrew’s, 
Isidore would travel to neighboring 

arishes to serve at the late 
thence. Following Mass he woold 
spend the rest of the day and night 
ministering to the sick and infirm. 


Up through the years it seems 
that the giving of alms and the 
act of inspiring in others a greater 
devotion to the Holy Eucharistic 
became a veritable passion with 
this saintly man. People from all 
walks of life sang his praises but 
little did they realize that future 
kings of Spain were destined to 
kneel before his remains and hum- 
bly pray for the protection of their 
subjects. 


The rural laborer who had giv- 
en his life to God’s work on earth 
passed on to his reward on May 
15, 1170, on which date the Church 
in Spain still celebrates his feast 
day. 

In his “Life of St. Isidore” Pre- 
sault writes: “Little did the Span- 
ish people suspect that within 40 
vears after his death God would 
suddenly reveal the glory of His 
servant through striking and oft 
repeated miracles, The populace 
then became enthusiastic about 
their devotion toward the humble 
laborer and people vied with one 
another in paying him their great- 
est tributes of homage.” 

And so in the year 1619 Isidore, 
once lowly plowman in Madrid, was 
beautified by His Holiness “Pope 
Paul V. He was solemnly canon- 
ized on March 22, 1622. 


By a decree of the Sacred Con- 
gregation of Rites dated February 
22, 1947, St. Isidore the Farmer 
was “constituted the heavenly pa- 
tron before God of the National 
Catholic Rural Life Conference,” 
The Congregation also granted 
that “in virtue of the special fac-

promulgated a “Separation Law,” 


VII, a to whic the 
Church would have full liberty to 
carry on its work in France, and 
according to which about one per 
cent of the value of the church 
property previously confiscated 
would be used for the payment 
of a small amount of support to 
the Bishops and clergy. 


But shortly after the turn of 
the century the Grand Orient, a 
professedly atheistic organization, 
by gross deception, succeeded in 
electing a Parliament, two-thirds 
of whose members were anti-re- 
They demanded a new 
break with the Church, the dis- 
solution of that Concordat. Pope 
Pius X was then in office and he 
placed the burden of the violation 
of the Concordat on the French 
Government, which did act and 


which provided for the closing of 
all Catholic schools, the dissoln- 
tion of religious orders and con- 
gregations, the complete seculari- 
zation of education, and _ the 
altering of textbooks so that they 
would conform to the new state 
policy of infiltrating the populace 
with anti-religion. 

To make sure that -we are 
answering this correctly we have 
consulted a document which was 
issued at that very time. 


“Associations of §Worships” 
were formed with laymen in 
charge, giving them the command 
of seminaries, of education and of 
church organization in every way. 
These laymen could decide against 
the priests’ in all matters con- 
cerning Mass, ceremonies, the 
Sacraments. 

Pope Pius X, of course, ordered 
the French people to reject these 
“Associations of Worship.” The 
head of the French Government 
at that time was M. Briand, who 
later was made President of the 
League of Nations, and presided 
at its meetings in Geneva. In a 
book written by a Frenchman and 
published by Sheed and Ward, 
bearing the title “Geneva vs. 
Peace,” the writer, who was a 
delegate of his country to that 
Assembly, declared that nearly 
all matters which were brought 
before the League of Nations had 
previously been brought before the 
officers of Secret Societies for 
decisions. 

Clemenceau who, after World 
War I, was the strong man at 
Versailles, where the fate of all 
European nations was determined, 
was the head of the Grand Orient 
at the time—a professed atheist, 
and, therefore, anti-religious. 
But you might ask how such a 
Parliament could be elected in a 
Catholic country. We have already 
said that it was by deception. 
Candidates for office declared that 
their opponents would “restore the 
seven years service in the army, 
overturn the Republic, and pro- 
voke war.” They told the farmers

The clergy were accused “of col- 
lecting money to provoke war. 
The anti-elericals promised the 
populace a better education, which 
it certainly did not understand to 
mean an irreligious education.

0» Saint Peter’s Church, which was later to become the 
frst Cathedral in the United States, was the original 


| Catholic church building in the city of Baltimore. In 1770 the 


Catholics of that little community became so numerous that 
they decided they should have a church of their own. During 
the course of construction the contractor’s funds ran out and 


seized the key of the new building, 
and in lieu of any other possible 
defendant he instituted suit for re- 
covery of his money against Pope 
Clement XIV, Bishop of Rome. 


Early in the War of Independ- 


' ence a company of soldiers were 


stationed in Baltimore to repel 
the threatened attack by the 
forces of Lord Dunmore, Gover- 
nor of Virginia. One Sunday morn- 
ing a majority of the soldiers 
wanted to attend Mass, and upon 
hearing that the creditor would 
they 
romptly marched to his house. 
That hapless individual was at the 
time under suspicion of being un- 
friendly to the cause of independ- 
ence. When he discovered the 
reason for the presence. of the 
soldiers, he was only too happy 
to give up the key and watch them 
disappear from his doorway. The 
Catholics of Baltimore kept the 
key from that time and at the 
end of the war raised money to 
pay the old debt. 


Old Saint Peter’s Church was 
4 mere 25 feet in dimensions when 
first built. In 1873 it was enlarged 
by adding a wing to the right 
side of the original building.

to this Yearbook, only about 
one-third of all Protestants at- 
tend church more than once or 
twice a year. We, of course, 
would not count as Catholics at 
all those who would be so indif- 
ferent as that. 


Among the 107,000,000 non- 
Catholics are about 5,200,000 
Jews who, for the most part, like 
Protestants, are only nominal 
members of the Synagogue. 


We have noted before that 
Catholics are very unevenly dis- 
tributed over the nation; that 
while they constitute an average 
of one-third of the entire popu- 
lation of the fifty largest cities 
of the United States, and in 
some cities constitute from 40 
to 70 per cent of the entire popu- 
lation, only 20 per cent of them 
live in rural America as against 
80 per cent among Protestants. 
In other words, Catholics are 
chiefly an urban and Protestants 
are chiefly a rural people. 


In the State of Georgia there 
is a resident priest in only 16 
among the 160 counties, which 
accounts for most movements 
against the Catholic Church, 
such as the Ku Klux Klan, ori- 
ginating in that State. The sit- 
uation is even more extreme in 
the State of North Carolina. 


We have said that most people 
who know Catholics by personal 
contacts in our large cities are 
not steeped in prejudice. The at- 
tacks on the Catholic Church 
appearing in sectarian maga- 
zines and fostered by certain or- 
ganizations, such as that known 
as “Protestants and Other 
Americans United,” would not 
make much impression on them. 
They judge the Catholic Church 
by the members whom they 
know quite intimately, and ac- 
tually sicken at the organized 
campaign against the Church, It 
rather disposes them to be more 


friendly to Catholics, and that is

. ‘“Baptize them in the name of the Father and of 
the Son and of the Holy Ghost.” He. had pre- 
viously declared that He and the Father were 
one, and often spoke of the Holy Spirit, also 
God, Whom He would send to govern and guide 
His Church and to keep it in truth. 


In the Apostles’ Creed, which dates back to 
the first century, belief in the three Divine Per- 
sons is clearly declared, and eoncerning Christ it 
uses these words: 
only Son, Our Lord, Who was conceived, of the 
Holy Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary, suffered 
under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, died and was 
buried; the third day He rose again from the 
dead. He ascended into Heaven, sitteth at the 
right hand of the Father Almighty and thence 
He shall come to judge the living and the dead.” 


Christianity would mean nothing if Christ 
had not been God, because no human being could 
redeem mankind nor offer the terms and helps to 
be followed and used for his acquisition of super- 
natural bliss to which, as a human being, no one

Christ ordered His gospel to 
“be preached to every creature,” 
and that mandate can be exe- 
cuted only by the Catholic laity, 
since very few non-Catholies at- 
tend Catholic churches where 
they might receive instruction 
from the pulpit. They are, for 
the most part, indifferentists, 
and they are that because they 
see much confusion in Christian- 
ity as they know it. It needs to 
be shown to them that the Cath- 
olic Church is “essentially” dif- 
ferent from all others; that its 
divine origin, its divine charac- 
ter, its continuous 
from the time of 
easily be proven. 

If these non-Catholics. believe 
that all Christian churches are 
human, they are logical in con- 
cluding that none of them is 
necessary, because no human be- 
ing is authorized to found a 
Church and promise everlasting 
salvation to his followers. Only 
God can offer Heaven to anybody 
on any terms, because Heaven is 
His. Therefore, it is essential 
that these -people know that God 
did actually establish in this 
world a universal Church, called 
by Christ so often the “King- 
“vidently there 
could only be one Kingdom of 
God and one plan of salvation, 
which is through His Kingdom 
on earth to His Kingdom in 
Heaven above. He will readily 
understand that if Heaven be 
God’s home, its life must be of 
the supernatural and divine 
kind, and not of the human kind. 
That being true supernatural 
means are needed by man on 
earth to reach his supernatural 
destiny. Only a Church estab- 
lished by God can have such 
means, because no human being 
can create or provide supernat- 
ural things. 

To the Catholic all these 
things seem so self-evident and 
they would seem equally evident 
to the non-Catholic if he had a 
correct picture of the Catholic 
Church as distinguished from 
others. 

If you entertained even a mo- 
dicum of true love for a non- 
Catholic relative or friend you 
would feel it your duty to pro- 
vide him with the knowledge he 
should have when there is a 
question of salvation being at 
stake. You should be a mission- 
ary not only by the distribution 
of literature, but by represent- 
ing the Catholic Church credit- 
ably through your good example, 
and by praying for the one 
with whom you would like to 
share the gift of the true faith.

Nations’ General Assembly to de- 
mand a protest from that body 
against the persecution of religion 
in the countries behind the Iron 


ry|Curtain. Feeble protests have oc- 


casionally gone out from Wash- 
ington, but a united protest from 
the big majority of countries affili- 
ated with the United Nations 
should be sent out, and frequently 
reiterated in case nothing is ac- 
complished by the first protest, 


Such a protest would give heart 
not only to the people behind the 
Iron Curtain but to Christians 
everywhere in the world. They re- 
sent this systematic organized gov- 
ernment persecution, the first that 
has taken place in the history of 
the world. There have been other 
persecutions of one or another re- 
ligion by the civil rulers of differ- 
ent countries in past centuries, but 
never with the same motive that 
actuates Russia. Its persecution is 
not against one offending religious 
body, but it is against God Him- 
self. It is directed against religion 
as such, which no other ruler, not 
even the crue] pagan Roman Em- 
perors, were guilty of. They had 
respect for their gods. 


Hungary 


[en the opposition of the 
Communist government in 
Hungary to the Church, a Budapest 
weekly reports that “church at- 
tendance in Hungary has increased 
in recent months , . . The churches 
are more filled than ever before, 
and one may speak of a real hun- 
ger for religion .. . There is above 
all a great increase in church 
attendance of industrial workers 
and intellectuals. 


“Although all religious organi- 
zations had to be dissolved some- 
time ago on orders of the govern- 
ment, the faithful are constantly 
seeking new means of demonstrat- 
ing in public their loyalty to the 
faith and their devotion to the 
clergy.” 

Since practically all religious 
schools were closed, and since the 
Communist government did offer a 
palliation by recognizing the 
rights of parents to make a re- 
quest that their children receive 
religious instruction in public 
schools, practically all parents did 
make that request, and it is re- 
ported that from 87% to 98%, in 
various districts, asked that their 
children receive such religious in- 
struction. 


East Germany 


ERHARD EISLER, who lived 

in the United States from 
1941 to 1949, as Moscow’s special 
representative, and who contrib- 
uted articles to the Daily Worker 
under the name of Hans Berger, 
and who, while out on bail, fled 
from the United States to Britain 
and from Britain to Poland, is now 
in Germany, where he has been 
appointed the “Propaganda Minis- 
ter” under the new Communist 
government in the Soviet Zone of 
Germany. 

Bishop Dibelius (Lutheran), of 
Berlin, in a recent pastoral de- 
clared: “The political order which 
is coming into being around us 
shows many characteristics of a 
regime which we resisted in the 
name of God during the Nazi era. 
Might is again above right, and 
there is falsehood and hostility 
against the Gospel of Christ. The 
ill-famed Gestapo has risen again 
in: Section K 5 of the so-called 
People’s Police . . . Children bap- 
tized in the Church are being in- 
doctrinated with anti-Christian 
ideas.” 


Poland 


OLAND continues to have its 
troubles with the Communists 
government headed by Boleslaw 
Bierut. Three priests were recent- 
ly sentenced to death for support- 
ing an anti-national group, which 
means for backing a group which 
opposes Communist demands. 
Recently President Bierut re- 
ceived 42 priests in audience and 
told them that the “regime would 
do nothing which would offend or 
restrict religious sentiments.” In 
other words people might think 
and believe as they had about re- 
ligion, but they might not assert 
that belief. He also told them that 
“negotiations are going on be- 


5 used for anti-national propa-| 
ganda.” That is only another wa 
of demanding that they keep sil-| 


ent about Communism.

The prisons are not confined to 
the laity. From Berlin, on Sep- 
tember 17, 1949, came a report: 
“so far 359 Catholic priests have 
been arrested in the Soviet Zone, 
and 23 have been deported to un- 
known destinations in the east.” 

The Chancery of Berlin reports: 
“The Soviet Russian authorities in 
the Eastern Zone of Germany are 
conducting a cold war against the 
Catholie Church.” 

There is no report on the Luth- 
eran clergy who are more numer- 
ous in the Eastern Zone. 

If the Catholie Church be the 
chief obstacle to the establishment 
of Communism, then why don’t 
the statesmen of the world take 
notice of that? 


Czechoslovakia 


A newspaper entitled The Week- 
ly, published in Bratislava, in 
its appeal to the Slovak people to 
withhold financial support from 
their church, carried this allusion 
about a certain Slovak parish lo- 
cated in Whiting, Indiana. The ob- 
servation reads as follows: 

“This parish in 1939 had te col- 
lect over $45,000.00 from 400 fam- 
ilies just for the upkeep of the 
church and the rectory (this 
means 2,225,000 Czechoslovakian 
crowns); and today, with the high 
cost of American living, the same 
400 families must do more and 
more for the parish, because over 
the $45,000.00, they must also pay 
off a great debt on the new church 
and this amounts to more than 
4,000,000 crowns (about $80,- 
000.00). As in Whiting, so else- 
where in the United States, the 
bankers have in their power the 
majority of the Catholic church- 
es

Coach Leahy Tells Students To 
Prepare Themselves For The 


Sacrament Of Matrimony 


Notre Dame, Ind.—Frank W. 
Leahy, Head Football Coach at 
the University of Notre Dame, 
told Notre Dame students at- 
tending the opening session of 
a weekly Institute on Christian 
Marriage at. the University 
Wednesday, Oct. 19, that chil- 
dren must know that they are 
“senuinely desired on _ this 
earth.” 


Leahy, speaking before the 
Institute on the topic “Christian 
Marriage, a Providential Voca- 
tion,” said that the word ‘voca- 
tion’ is the most misunderstood 
word in the English language. 
The weekly Institute on Chris- 
tian Marriage is sponsored by 
the Department of Religion at 
Notre Dame. 


“Everyone has a calling from 
God to do some good in the 
world, but we do not think 
enough about it,” he told the 
Institute audience. He advised 
the students to “start working to 
improve yourself right now to 
receive the great Sacrament of 
Matrimony.” 


Speaking of the importance of 
proper habit formation, Leahy 
stressed that “there is no more 
miserable human being than one 
who has nothing habitual other 
than indecision.” 


The Rev. Frank Nealy, O.P., 
Professor of Religion at Notre 
Dame, introduced Coach Leahy 
as “a national figure, but before 
the eyes of God and His Blessed 
Mother, a perfect Catholic gen- 
tleman and father.” 

Father Nealy also addressed 
the opening session of the Insti- 
tute on “The Crisis of Modern 
Marriage.” He pointed out that 
the state of marriage is now in 
a crisis because of a lack of 
logic. 

Father Nealy declared that “the 
American notion of sex is so 
low that we can hardly define 
what sexual delinquency really 
is.” He said that the solution lies 


in the true Catholic Idea of mar- 
riage as a Sacrament.
